The reason, of course, is that this is the way 
they become effective and influential and it is the 
path to becoming a successful and bigger politi­ 
cian. This is true whether the politician is a 
public official or whether he operates behind 
the scenes. 
In this country’s material society many more 
people are eager to outdo the Joneses and achieve 
the good life — meaning material success - - than 
are those eager to serve others. 
Sometimes this is due to thoughtlessness rather 
than due to deliberate action. 
Most Americans are too busy trying to earn a 
living, meet expenses and possibly outstrip others 
to give much time or thought to others. They 
also have their own problems. 
There remain a surprising number of people who 
quietly give aid to others and with apparent 
thought of personal benefit. Of course, it is true 
that people are remembered for their good deeds 
and if those who help need assistance themselves 
in the future they are more likely to get it than 
the selfish drones. 
In our estimation it serves no useful purpose 
and may be actually harmful to scrutinize too 
closely or criticize the motives of people willing 
to help others. 
Regardless of their motives, regardless of how 
selfish and self-seeking they are, people who 
assist others are entitled to credit for the good 
they are doing. 
They not only help soften the harsh blows of 
existence in a country populated largely by people 
seeking material personal success, they set a 
fine example for others. 
We should be grateful for them all — even the 
ambitious politicians and other self seekers 
among us.

IF THEY CLOSE THE DRUGSTORES, 
WHAT’S NEXT? 
Dr. James L. Goddard, commissioner of the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration, has said that the 
corner drugstore should be closed down. How­ 
ever, he qualified this statement by adding that 
any such development is 20 years away. 
Not surprisingly, the remarks by the FDA com­ 
missioner before newsmen at a New York press 
conference aroused the ire of retail pharmacists 
throughout the nation. A spokesman for 40,000 of 
the country’s 53,000 drugstores, Willard B. Sim­ 
mons, executive secretary of the National Asso­ 
ciation of Retail Druggists, declared that it 
wouldn’t have made any difference if Dr. Goddard 
had said that drugstores wouldn’t be shut down 
for 50 years. “It is all the same to me,*’ said Mr. 
Simmons while speaking before the Northern Cali­ 
fornia Pharmaceutical Association recently. “ Dr. 
Goddard has gone on record as favoring the elim­ 
ination of the American drugstore from the public 
scene. 
That leaves us no choice but to seek his 
resignation.” 


Mr. Simmons also charged in his speech that 
Dr. Goddard is dedicated to the concept of moving 
the practice of drug dispensing out of the drug­ 
stores and into the doctor’s office. “But I have 
news for Dr. Goddard and others within and 
outside of pharmacy,” Mr. Simmons said. “ The 
American drugstore as a vital, progressive, 
updated service institution is here to stay. That’s 
the way the public wants it and that’s the way it 
is going to be.” 
If Mr. Simmons is correct in his forecast, drug­ 
stores in every community will continue to make 
a major contribution to the public welfare and to 
the economy. 
If Dr. Goddard is correct, we can 
look forward to a decrease in drugstore expendi­ 
tures to meet payrolls and advertise goods and 
services, empty stores, and the possible elimina­ 
tion of the drugstore as a traditional service in­ 
stitution in all communities. 
We can also look forward to queuing-up at the few 
and far between medical centers and hospitals to 
obtain our prescription drugs. That is not at all a 
pleasant prospect when you consider that, more 
often than not, the patients who are in need of 
drugs are not feeling well enough to travel long 
distances and wait in line for medicine. 
If Dr. Goddard’s dire forecasts turn out to be 
true, no longer will we be able to have our pre­ 
scriptions filled or refilled at our “corner drug­ 
store” or call for immediate delivery of health 
care needs in all kinds of weather or have emer­ 
gency drug services readily available over a 24- 
hour period, or to be able to have a trained pro­ 
fessional and business person ready to serve all 
members of our family, young or old, with the 
kind of personal attention we have always received 
from our local pharmacist; or be able to talk to our 
neighborhood pharmacist about a large number of 
personal and community problems. 
We sincerely hope that the commissioner is 
wrong in his predictions and the drugstore will 
remain as a vital service institution in all of our 
communities. 
But if the commissioner is cor­ 
rect, what other segment of our free enterprise 
system will a few schemers turn to in their ef­ 
forts to control our society? 
Today the very existence of the drugstore is 
threatened. 
Who knows what tomorrow has in 
store for other professions and business enter­ 
prises?

IF THEY CLOSE THE DRUGSTORES, 
WHAT’S NEXT? 
Dr. James L. Goddard, commissioner of the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration, has said that the 
corner drugstore should be closed down. How­ 
ever, he qualified this statement by adding that 
any such development is 20 years away. 
Not surprisingly, the remarks by the FDA com­ 
m issioner before newsmen at a New York press 
conference aroused the ire of retail pharmacists 
throughout the nation. A spokesman for 40,000 of 
the country’s 53,000 drugstores, Willard B. Sim­ 
mons, executive secretary of the National A sso­ 
ciation of Retail Druggists, declared that it 
wouldn’t have made any difference if Dr, Goddard 
had said that drugstores wouldn’t be shut down 
for 50 years. “ It is all the same to m e,” said Mr, 
Simmons while speaking before the Northern Cali­ 
fornia Pharmaceutical Association recently. “ Dr. 
Goddard has gone on record as favoring the elim ­ 
ination of the American drugstore from the public 
scene. 
That leaves us no choice but to seek his 
resignation,” 


Mr. Simmons also charged in his speech that 
Dr. Goddard is dedicated to the concept of moving 
the practice of drug dispensing out of the drug­ 
stores and into the doctor’s office. “ But I have 
news for Dr. Goddard and others within and 
outside of pharmacy,” Mr. Simmons said. “ The 
American drugstore as a vital, progressive, 
updated service institution is here to stay. That’s 
the way the public wants it and that’s the way it 
is going to be.” 
If Mr. Simmons is correct in his forecast, drug­ 
stores in every community will continue to make 
a major contribution to the public welfare and to 
the economy. 
If Dr. Goddard is correct, we can 
look forward to a decrease in drugstore expendi­ 
tures to meet payrolls and advertise goods and 
services, empty stores, and the possible elimina­ 
tion of the drugstore as a traditional service in­ 
stitution in all communities. 
We can also look forward to queuing-up at the few 
and far between medical centers and hospitals to 
obtain our prescription drugs. That is not at all a 
pleasant prospect when you consider that, more 
often than not, the patients who are in need of 
drugs are not feeling well enough to travel long 
distances and wait in line for medicine. 
If Dr. Goddard’s dire forecasts turn out to be 
true, no longer will we be able to have our pre­ 
scriptions filled or refilled at our “ corner drug­ 
store” or call for immediate delivery of health 
care needs in all kinds of weather or have em er­ 
gency drug services readily available over a 24- 
hour period, or to be able to have a trained pro­ 
fessional and business person ready to serve all 
m embers of our family, young or old, with the 
kind of personal attention we have always received 
from our local pharmacist; or be able to talk to our 
neighborhood pharmacist about a large number of 
personal and community problems. 
We sincerely hope that the commissioner is 
wrong in his predictions and the drugstore will 
remain as a vital service institution in all of our 
communities. 
But if the commissioner is cor­ 
rect, what other segment of our free enterprise 
system will a few schemers turn to in their ef­ 
forts to control our society? 
Today the very existence of the drugstore is 
threatened. 
Who knows what tomorrow has in 
store for other professions and business enter­ 
prises?

Early Top Dressing 


Stimulates Pasture 
By JOHN GARREIT 
A m Agronomist Agent 
PORTAGEVILLE - You can al­ 
most count on having lush grass 
to gras# 10 days to two weeks 
earlier by giving your pastures a 
generous top dressing early. Late 
February and March are both 
good times to topdress. The odds 
are highly favorable tor 2 to 4 
times more growth to graze or 
harvest tor hay when top dress­ 
ing is done every year on fair to 
good fescue or orchard grass 
stands. 
The time for top dressing grass 
stands be determined by the sea­ 
sonal need tor forage, either as 
pasture or hay. Late summer top 
dressing will produce increased 
growth tor fall and winter graz­ 
ing. Some desirable effects carry 
over for improved spring growth. 
However, if fall growing condi­ 
tions are favorable and the stand 
is grazed, the amount of extra 
growth will not be as great as 
with 
February 
or 
March top 
dressing. 
Pastures consistingofperennial 
grasses are very little different 
from grain crops as far 
as 
fertility nutrients needed. 
As 
with grain crops, high yields re­ 
quire a large supply of nutrients. 
Imbalances or I n a d e q u a t e 
amounts adversely affect yields. 
A moderately heavy growth of 
4 tons of grass per acre grazed 
by livestock will contain approx­ 
imately 100 pounds of nitrogen and 
50 to 60 pounds each of available 
phosphate 
and 
potash. 
Even 
though stands were established 
with basic fertility guided by soil 
test, they cannot continue to pro­ 
duce high acre yields of beef or 
milk very long without frequent 
replacing of adequate plant nut­ 


rients. Without replacement for 
maintenance plus a little more 
for production, stands will de­ 
teriorate and become weedy and 
less productive. 
Top dressing treatments suc­ 
cessfully being used by a grow­ 
ing number of formers on fair 
to good grass stands included 60 
to 100 pounds of nitrogen and 40 
to 60 pounds each of available 
phosphate and potash per acre. 
When extra growth is reserved 
and cut for hay, it is suggested 
that approximately an extra 30 
pounds of available potash be 
used per ton. A soil test will 
be the best indicator of needed 
limestone. 
Stands containing lespedeza de­ 
sired for July and August use, 
should be top dressed primarily 
with phosphate and potash. With­ 
holding nitrogen will favor the 
lespedeza which is not very com­ 
petitive 
with 
rank 
growing 
grasses, without extra nitro­ 
gen, the grasses will not be as 
productive 
but 
will provide 
grazing and usefully serve in 
combination with lespedeza as 
part of a forage system. 
Top dressing early every year 
with adequate and proper treat­ 
ments 
not only 
with provide 
earlier grazing, but keep stands 
productive for a longer period of 
years. Most productive grasses 
cannot tolerate limited fertility 
levels and therefore give way 
to lower quality weeds and in­ 
ferior acre production of meat. 
Fair 
stands 
of grasses will 
usually continue year by year 
as annual treatments of adequate 
nutrients are made. Be 
sure 
to test your soil every 2 to 3 
years for best fertilizer recom­ 
mendation.

PORTAGEVILLE - You can al­ 
most count on having lush grass 
to graze IO days Jo two weeks 
earlier by giving your pastures a 
generous top dressing early. Late 
February and March are both 
good times to topdress. The odds 
are highly favorable tor 2 to 4 
times more growth to graze or 
harvest for hay when top dress­ 
ing is done every year on fair to 
good fescue or orchard grass 
stands. 
The time for top dressing grass 
stands be determined by the sea­ 
sonal need for forage, either as 
pasture or hay. Late summer top 
dressing will produce Increased 
growth tor fall and winter g r a z ­ 
ing. some desirable effects carry 
over for improved spring growth. 
However, if fail growing condi­ 
tions are favorable and the stand 
la grazed, the amount of extra 
growth will not be as great as

Pastures consisting of perennial 
grasses are very little different
